United States exclusive of Alaska.

Even in the matter of railroad 
mileage per l.ooo square tidies of ter­ 
ritory, Mexico, before its revolutions 
well ahead of all (Hirer large Latln- 
Amerlcnn countries, is now practically 
equalled by Argentina aud Chile. 
But Mexico has wonderful potential 
wealth, and with a stable arid con­ 
structive government arui laws that 
make the investment of capital safe 
would have many advantages over 
its Latin-Amcri* un competitors in th* 
race for development and rank among 
Hie countries of tire world.
